Helena, the first of the fleet with the In- 
dians arrived at five o'clock, followed 
closely by the Gen. Terry, and half an 
hour later by the Eclipse and Josephine 
in the order named. The Shermen met 
with an accident fifteen miles below Bis- 
marck and has not yet arrived. The boats 
have unlodecl their cargo of Indians and 
the Terry has started back. Two deaths 
occurred on the Gen. Terry and two on 
the Helena, on the trip from Kcogh, all of 
mountain fever. The Indians of the four 
boats were counted and placed in tempo- 
racy quarters to-night. This new impor- 
tation now makes over six thousand In- 
dians at this agency. The officers in com- 
mand, as named above, are all of the fifth 
infantry, with the exception of Captain 
Ewers. This escort constitutes the same 
deliail as that which did such gallant work 
at Poplar Creek last winter.

GREAT FIRE IN QUEBEC. 


Nearly 700 Buildings Destroyed In Eight 


flour?. With a Loss of Nearly 82.000.000 
Burning of St. J< hn's Church. 


lisastrous fires with which 
this unfortunate c ty has been afflicted com- 
menced Wednesday night and was only got un- 
m. of Thursday. The ori- 


gin of the fire wlas in a stable on St Oliver 
street, near St Marie's street The flames im- 
mediately spread to the surrounding wooden 
buildings, to • the 
streets above 
and 


below 
St 
Oliver. 
Latoutelle, 
St 


Marie's and Richelieu streets were quickly 
masses of fire, for some 100 feet the flames 
from the other side of the street overlapped- in 
the middle and completely closing them. The 
wind from the norih drove the fire rapidly in 
the direction of St j John's church, and various 
contrary local curi ents scattered the cinders 
around in every di action. The brigade found 
the fire more unmanageable than ever. At 1 
o'clock the clangink bells of St John's church, 
in rapid and alarming tones, told of the danger 
to that property and -summoned assistance. 
The whole effort* ot the fire brigade were im- 
mediately bent on saving the sacred edifice, 
but to no avail Nothing was saved but the 
sacred vessels of the sanctuary. The church 
was worth at least $100,000 and had an in- 
surance of onlv $J10,000. The total loss is 
estimated at 1^500,000; insurance probably 
$600,000. The !ity engineer estimated the 
number of houses destroyed at about 600. 
Five lives have haen lost Three bodies hava 


been recovered—taose of Mr. and Mrs. Hardy, 
118 Oliver street, pud that of Morion, a jointer 
of Richelieu street! Mrs. Grorge Lapperiere 
and two children are missing, and believed to 
have perished iu the flames. St John's church 
was insured for $63,000. 
A subscription 
list has been started f»r the relief of the suf- 
ferers.

The approximate losses of insurance 
companies doing business here are from $200,-

Turning his bead towards his friends 
in the chanaber, he said: "Will your Hon- 
or adjourn the court until to-morrow? I 
shall then be better'prepared land better 
able to go on with the case." Closing his 
eyes, for a moment he was silent. Again 
arousing himself, he said: "I am grateful to 
your Honor for this indulgence." In a few 
moments he ceased to live.

ing with our own fashions of dreas—their 
bronzed and weather-beaten but hale and 
hearty faces, told of tollsoine labor, and the 
women, like the men, showed by their hard 
hand and worn faces, that they, like them, 
knew what it was to slave diligently and con- 
tinuously, in the sunshine rnd the wind? among 
tb.e heavy furrows of the fields; but they were 
it anally in neat and comfortable attire, and 
were, as a general thing, evidently, npt mere 
poor laborers, dependent Say by day uppn tha 
day's work. Prom oar consular agents and 
others we know that tha people at present 
coming from . those 
countries 
are com- 


monly of the "well-to-do" class—people who 
had means, which they foutfd m»Hiag away 
spite of j their industry and parsimony and 
Laid, scanty living. So they took their littla 
capital and will buy land in the West and set- 
tie and live well on the produce of their own 
land, and. flourish and leave good, patriotic 
American sons and daughters behind them. It 
was touching to observe tbat their countenances 
generally wear a sad expression,a sort of weary 
hopelessness, as if grinding toil and bondage to 
exacting and overbearing "superiors" had 
crashed the fount of joy within them. The very 
boya and girls walked hand-in-hand with s 
quiet 'old-man and old-woman sort of acdate- 
nees that was depressing to look at 
There 


was little offrhat unrestrained glee young 
people usually exhibit when-tiew sights in new- 
cities are before them. But this will ^11 be 
changed when they have put up their cottagea 
iu the teeming West, and tl» cow w lowing by 
the door, and flowers are blooming and yeseta- 
bleft flourishing in the little garden, and tha 
wheat and corn in the fields are giving promise 
of a bountiful harvest. The grown-up peopla 
will sometimes think of the village ^ar .away 
beyond the salt sea. but as they pray for f rienda 
left behind they will utter hosannas that they 
are in a plenteous land, resting under theu 
own vine and roof, and none daring 'to maka 
them afraid. 


Hints to House Cleaners. 


Wipe the mirrors with borax water the 


cloth being wet enough to dampen it. 


In scouring paint, sapolio is better than 


sand, and in all cases a little borax: should 
be placed in the water.

This is a season of atmos- 
pheric destruction— of cyclones, simooms 
and cloud bursts, of drenching rain aud 
hail, and no man cau afford to insure him- 
self against loss from the principal of 
these causes in this country, hail, unless 
able to go on without embarrassment, no 
matter if all his crops are wiped out. 
Adopting this view, a few leading men 
in and about Fargo organized last spring 
a hail insurance company. They are 
men of wealth and are backed by suffi - 
cieut mea»s to carry out any undertaking. 
They are men of unquestioned integrity, 
and the live men ot the Red lliver coun- 
try are generally taking advantage of the 
insurance they offer. In case of total loss 
of crop they pay $9 per act c, the cost of 
insurance being thirty-six cents per acre. 
They estimate the average wheat crop at 
eighteen bushels per acre, and in case of 
loss by hail they pay sixty cents per bush- 
el for all that the yield falls short of that 
amount.

The North Pacific people in their ef- 


forts to correct the abuses of the pass sys- 
tem are liable! to carry their restrictions 
entirely too far. On Tuesday an applicn- 
tion for a pass for a member of the fami- 
ly of one of the principal officers of the 
Coulson line was refused, and that, too, 
after holding the application from Satur- 
day* until Tuesday, thus offending by iu. 
attention as well as by refusing, an inter- 
est that has lost thousands of dollars in 
its efforts to divert from the Union Paci- 
fic to the North Pacific the immense trade 
of Montana. The North Pacific is not 
yet in position to offend the great inter- 
ests that have worked so persistently to 
help build up its business aud develop the 
resources of the country through which 
it passes. The courtesies heretofore ex- 
teaded the military, including the half 
fare rates granted soldiers who have been 
on duty guarding their surveying parties, 
have all been withdrawn. There arc- 
abuses in the pass system that ought to 
be corrected; but there is a service done 
by dhe press and by connecting lines of 
steamboats aud stages, and occasionally 
by individuals, that can not be - measured 
in dollars and cents, aud in correcting ex- 
isting evils the Xorlh Pacific people have 
gone beyond all other lines in the coun- 
try. The promise for an immense crop 
was never better than to-day, and when 
the harvest comes 
every inducement 


ought to be offered men of means to look 
over the country—to induce members of 
the press to visit and write up the fields of 
grooving grain, and show to the world the 
immense advantage of this region.

'"'Tterrible Stpry of tlie Suffering'* of the Crew 


of a Wrecked liverpool Bark-^X-iviiig on 
Dog's Meat and Leather Soaked with 
Lamp Oil. 
The London Telegraph says: On Friday, 


April 8, a steamer named the Nebo, when about 
500 miles to the eastward of the Florida coast, 
sighted a bark whose appearance induced 
•Oapt Gordon, the master of tbe Nebo, to ap- 
proach her. 
When the Nebo drew near, her 


people noticed a gronp of men standing around 
•the davits of one of the quarter boats, some of 
•them gesticulating and motioning with their 
arms as though they called aloud, though no 
«oands, audible on board the Nebo, came from 
<them, whilst others were busy with tue boat's 
falls, but their movements were terribly 
languid and slow, and their white faces apt! 
tottering figures {,'ave the skipper of the Nebo 
ihe impression of their being a crew who had 
Jbeen struck down by some dreadful malady, 
•bat had managed to crawl from their ham- 
mocks and bunks on learning that a vessel 
-was abreast of them. Presently a boat was 
lowered, and all the men who wore visible sot 
into her one by one, some of them dropping 


, irom the side of the bark like dead flies fron) a 
ceiling, as though their nerveless hands re- 
tfuaed to support the weight of their bodies. 
There never was a more ghastly freight than 
*hat boat contained, ami as sho slowly ap- 
proached, with the oara rising and falling 
irregularly, the men of the Nebo watched her 
with horror.

meant, with a prospect of nothing behind, 
though when they were in better health they 
had over and over again feared ruamng short 
of "food and water. Take notice of that, cap- 
tain, for it shows what my men had sunk to.

Some 
of tho hands were for coming aft and begging 
me to try back for England. This was told mo 
bv tho mate.

'This thought tad haunted me, too, sir, but it 
was nonse.nse to talk of going back; we were 
'.half-way acrdsa the Atlantic, anyway, and I 
told the" men this, and that it would be a poor

like going in search of a fair wind, and 
>that though wo shifted our helm wo couldn't 
avrear that we shouldn't be just as mucu both- 
ered and hindered. And so I held the men to 
it, though, God knovs. as tho time went on, 
and I found that I couldn't di ive the voasel 
against the cursed weather, I would sometimes 
feel that I had done the men a heavy wrong in 
not acting as they asked, and taking my chanco 
with the owner. Better to lose a score of cer- 
tificates than have a hand in the Bufferings of 
your fellow-creatures. It seemed liked tempt- 
ing Providence to go on fighting that weather. 
Yet I knew my orders. I had to carry the ves- 
ael to Baltimore, and I kept her nose at it with 
a bleeding heart, as 1 may say, always looning 
around and around for a change of wind, and 
naying to myself, it'll be fair to-morrow—and 
<o-morrow—and hoping my best, and tellinc 
rthe men not to mind, and that another week 
would do it, until I was

»nd had no hope left in me, and not a word of 
encouragement for the men. And now see the 
wonder of the weather we've been fignting 
•with. Seven weeks ago this very day I took an 
observation. Bt was Friday, the 25th of Feb- 
.rwary. We'd been shoved along for some daya 
-by a gale of wind from the norrard and east- 
•ward, very thick weather all the time, and no 
•aights to be got The gale broke on the Thurs- 
day, and we went ahead under a maintopgal- 
lant sail/and all bauds bustled about freshly and 
heartily, for we all knew that the American 
•toast could noft be far off. Well, toward noon 
on that Friday it fell calm, and I got an obser- 
vation, and when I worked it out I sent the 
jnate forward to tell the men that the vessel

There was pretty nearly a dead calm, but a haze 
in the northwest, right ahead of us,anda strong 
westerlv swell. I had been as full of life and 
spirits "as a little child, but when I saw that 
haze which had gathered when I was below or 
which, at all events, had not been very visible 


something would happen to take our awtuU 
sufferings from us. You've seen the men-i- 
thoy're broken down, poor creatures, now by 
famine, not so dreadful to look at as when tbe 
last of tho water went rouad, and they knew 
that there was no more to bo got. How 
httiepeople WUQ live ashore know of what goes 
on at 
sea! For 
four days we scraped 


along—parched! parched—and then there wa» 
nothing more to eat. Oh, sir, I know now what 
thirst is. In all suffering there is nothing like of 
it for pain. It was shocking to aee the fresh green 
foaming water alongside and feel that it could 
not be drunk of. The men would go about the 
deck hunting for the gleam of dew when th« 
night came, and I saw one man throw himself 
once upon his belly and put hia tongue to the 
water in the scuppers, as though fancying that 
the bitterness would havo been chafed out of 
it by the jumping of the ship. I bad two pet 
animals aboard

I loved tho dog more than the cat I had had 
him a long while; be knew all my habits; and 
when the torture of thirst was strongest on me 
I'd aee his soft eyea watching me aa sorrow- 
fully aa any human aoul's, though his own suf- 
fprincs, aa I reckoned by the sight of lii^ 
tongue, were enough to have made him fly at 
mo.

On the 30th ofthe same month he writes: 
This great people is giving itself up to 


pleasure, dances, theaters; women, who 
are here the finest in the world, are becom- 
ing the great affair. Ease, luxury, good 
tone, everything, has been, recovered. 
People no longer remember the terror ex- 
cept as a kind of dream," 


It was in the salons of Barraa that Napol- 


eon met a pretty creole lady, Marie Jose- 
phine Hose de Tascher de la Pagerie, wid- 
ow of Alexander de Beauharnais, guillotin- 
ed in 1794. Josephine was ileft with two 
children, Eugene, the future viceroy of 
Italy, and the future Queen Hortense. She 
was a creole,a coquette; she loved luxury and 
abominated poverty. She was an amiable 
and nonchalant woman, who found it pleas- 
anter to follow the will of others than to 
take a determination of her own; and so 
not attempting to play the role of the widow 
of a hero, she plunged gaiJy into society, 
and went to see Barras. and Tallien. and 
Freron, and Mme. Hamelin, Josephine 
even admitted an affection for Barras, 
which gives rise to more than one conject- 
ure, 
the more so as she was without 


resources. The first time that Napoleon saw 
Josephine he was struck by her, but he 
hardly thought of marriage. He was then a 
Gorsican officer, living at a third-rate inn. 
but after Vandemiaire h>s ideas took a dif- 
ferent course. He .saw that it was a political 
necessity that he should have an interior at 
Paris if he ment to absent himself in search 
of fortune. His preference was for a wid- 
ow who conld preside in' a 
salon. His 


choice lay between Mme. Perraon, whose 
daughter has left such charming sketches 
of society under the director}', and Mine, 
de Beauharnais. 
' Legend says that Napoleon was* first 
brought into relation with Mme. de Beau- 
harnais by a visit of young Eugene, who 
came to demand of Bonaparte the sword of 
his father, killed upon tbe scaffold. 
This 


story is as poetical as it is inexact. Besides, 
Bonaparte at St. Helena gave the true ac- 
count of this marriage. He met Josephine 
at Barras' house, and Barras arranged the 
whole matter and obtained Josephine's con- 
sent. Josephine confessed that she did 
not love Napoleon, and that she was ratker 
afraid of him than otherwise; but in her 
marriage, as in most other acts, she allow- 
ed other people to'make up her ^nind for 
her. 


Lucien Bonaparte, in his unpublished 


memoirs and papers, which Col. Jung has 
recently discovered and intends shortly to 
print, has a curious passage about Jose- 
phine, which has at least the merit of nov- 
elty: 


"Admitted to several suppers and dinners 


of the Director, Barras, I there make ac- 
quaintance with Mme. d« Stael. I pay 
conn a Imle' to the beautiful Mme. de Tal- 
lien, favorite sultana of the voluptuous 
Barras. I hardly notice in the midst of 
the'nuinerous circle of pretty women, gen- 
erally reputed galantea, the ex-Marquise 
de Beauharnaie, widow of a general of that 
name who wa's guillotined. My brother 
Napoleon, remarks her more, or rather is 
remarked by her. 
Thife woman, who has 


never been beiutiful, and who is more 
than on the return, captivates him 
suffi- 


ciently to make him wish to-marry her. It 
is true that Barras takes chaige of the 
dowry, which is to be the commander-m- 
chief of the army of Italy. * * * Josephine 
was not bad-hearted, or, lather, people used 
always to pay that she was very good—par- 
ticularly when he,r acts of goodness cost 
her no sacrifice. 
Sufficiently accustomed 


to high society, to which she had been in— 
troduced by her first husband, a little before 
the revolution^ 1789. she had little, very 
little, intelligence or wit, (and of what might 
be called beauty nothing whatever, but cer- 
tain creole souvenirs in the supple undula- 
tions of her form, a face without natural 
freshness,' it is true, but repaired by toilet 
preparations sufficiently veil for candte 
light—everything, IB short, in her person 
was not entirely bereft of those remnants 
of attractions of her early youth which the 
painter Gerard, that clever restorer of the 
faded beauty of women ou the shady aide 
of life, has very agreeably reproduced hi the 
portraits which fire have in the wife of the 
first counsel. In the brilliant soirees of 
the directory to which Barras had done me 
tbe honor of admitting me, it is under this 
aspect that I met the Citoyenne Beau- 
baznais several times before my brother 
married her. and the truth is that up 
to that, in spite of the portrait I am now 
making of her, and of which the resem- 
blance, I think, cannot be coutested, she 
had hardly attracted my attention; she ap- 
peared to me so much the reverse of young, 
and so inferior to the other beauties who 
ordinarily composed the court of the vo- 
rnptuous director, and of which the beau- 
tiful Tallien was the veritable Calypso, 


Napoleon loved Josephine. This creole, 


with her veiled and languorous 
ejts, 


charmed him. He fell wildly in love with 
her, with his "sweet and incomparable 
Josephine." He is to see her in three 
hours, but he cannot wait. 
He writes to 


her to assure her of his love. "Meanwhile, 
mio doled amor, a thousand lasses, lout do 
not give me any, for thev consume my 
blood." 


Feb. 9, 1706, the bans were published. 


March 2, the directory appointed Bona- 
parte genpral-in-chief ofthe Army of Italy. 
March 7 Bonaparte received his letter of 
service. March 9 he was married and fort\- 
eight hours afterward he left his wife and 
Paris to take possession of his post.

marriage certificate Bonaparte and 


Josephine both declare their age to be 
twenty-eighft years, though in reality Bona- 
parte'was twenty-seven and Josephine 
thirty-three. The witnesses of tne bride

Lemarios. 
On neither side is there 


any question about fiamily. Not one 
of "Bonaparte's brothers-were present, and 
it was with the greatest difficulty that he 
induced them to be even polite to his new 
wife. A strange marriage, indeed!

Nothing, however, 
has been done by the owners of the oil 
springs in the way of refining works, and 
consequently they have no source of 
wealth, while the proprietors of the salt 
springs, A. B. Henderson, Robi. Buchanan 
and J. A. LaGrave, have a big paying and 
constantly increasing business. 
They 


are now inanufaciuring between* 3,000 and 
4,000'pounds of salt each week, far which 
they find a ready market in Deadwood 
and the up-gulcL camps, at three cents a 
pound. The article tliey produce ia equal 
to the beai that is shipped from the stales. 
Our petroleum springs could be rendered, 
with a little capital, even more profitable 
than\{.he salt springs. With refined oil at 
$8 a i ase, the present price we believe, a 
small refinery in the Hills would be bet- 
ter than a gold mine. — Deadwood Times.
